It wai generally agreed by tbe oiembert 
ptetent on Monday, that i! Wat highly ob- 
jectionable tu mortgage the wh.ilr uf thf 
City Krtf nnrj for thia luan, and that the 
water levrouei alone were amply tufllcirat 
for that purjMtr. On I hie point we belle re 
iberr caunut be tnu opiniuna. Then pre- 
diite already triple the inteieit of the pro- 
fee Led loau, and they would be prog re ■ 
■iiely and materially augmented, by tbe 
projected tipentiiturt of that loan. The 
public air perbapa not aware of tbe beaty 
taxatiun to which they are at prratnl 
■ object in procuring their innifleieol 
■apply of gwd water ftoin the water car- 
liM*. Vc think we are much within tbe 
mark when we aay that wet* eTrry rate- 
payer ■ applied with water by pipe*, he 
would aavr one -half of what be now paya 
to the watermen, receiving an unrestricted 
iuttead of a limited tupply , and the water 
revenue would he increued fire-fold, aub- 
ject, however, to the increau-d annual 
charget for keeping the pipe* inortkr, and 
the interest payable on the loan. II i« 
obvioui that alntatt all the wage' and 
prutili uf the earriera , earned in doing the 
work clumaity, wasteful)}, and imper 
fertly, would go into the funds of the 
Corporation, hy whom it would be done 
well and auflciently- A collateral rttult 
would be the tSiaenraging uf nuiuerou* 
valuable handi and nonet to other occu- 
pation!.* 

But although it cannot f or an inakaul be 
doubted that Ihe Water Fund >■ ample 
■ecurity for a much larger tuui than that 
required, the Trutteca of the Saringa' 
Bank appear to think that they are not at 
liberty tu lend eicept ou the whole re- 
tcuoca of (he city. If in the Act to which 
reference it made the reveuuei of the city 
had been ipeci6ed, or if rt-eu tha 
whole preaeut and future revenuca, 
or the aMoff retenuei unly, had 
mentioned aa the aecurfty for 
the loan, to be mad,, (he di*cuUy 
would be well founded. But that it ia 
not 10, at the Act rcada, it plain, from 
the fact that there ii no legal obstruction 
to the Council', adoption of measure* by 
which the whole of the peeatdl revenuea 
may be eittnguiahed, that ia given up to 
the rate -payer a. and tbe ditburaement* for 
City uati met by a rate. We iky there ia 
nothing to hinder the Cittr from ao lower- 
ing thr water duet, 111 ark et duet, or any 
other particular revenue, a* virtually to 
eiunguitb them, and thuaa security given 
on the retenuei generally would be preca- 
rious. It could not be the intention of 
the Ait referred to that tbe Ravings' Bank 
abould have an uncertain and precariuua 
security, which a general security would 
be i neither could it bate been iti iuteu- 
lion that the City should to specify and 
guarantee all it* sou rets and ralei of re- 
venue, in order to make tbe security of ita 
whole retenuei a safe one for the Bank, 
as to prevent it ever hereafter, while the 
loan remained unpaid, from modifying, 
bartering, or relinquishing any of it* 
branches of income. But this argument 
becomes tenfold tlmnger when we con- 
ceive o( the probable necessity of other 
luant heiug inquired for other public pur- 
jNiera, and of nothing but a second mtirt- 
irsge to offer to the lender. 

We agree w ith some uf the Councillors 
that the object aimed at cannot be at- 
tained by a rat*. A autlciriil rate fur 
the purpose would be a severe tax on tbe 
present rate -payers. But we do nut think 
with those who wuuld borrow the ntcet- 
asry money 00 the lermi offered by the 
Bank, even were the Bank under the dis- 
ability as to lendiug which their interpre- 
tation of Ihe recent Act imports. There 
ii no necestity to borrow from the Bank 
at all. The Conncil we think can legally 
and practically borrow otktrwitt than by 
mortgage ; nd have done ao, a* the Trea- 
aurer'a bank-book testifitt. The Council 
hat* only to isiue debenture- purporting 
tu be secured on the water fund, and pledg- 
ing Ihe Corporation to preterte the pre tent 
rate of water dues charged at the public 
fountain!, and a specified rale ou houses 
supplied by pipes, and we doubi not their 
paper will apeedily be at a premium. 
Much as we desire ifuu the transaction 
should be with Ihe Savings' Bank, in a 
reasonable and proper manner, it ia not 
to be lubmitlrd to, that the hands uf the 
Council abould be tird up from the ma- 
nagement of their finance, in the manner 
contemplated; or their revenuea rendered 
unavailable, as from the Bank a propo- 
sition wuuld certainly ensue. 

We differ with Mr, Tin slow in laying 
that » the Council could have no further 
cormponuenc* with Mr. MiLLaa, the 
Bank having Very properly left the whole 
matter to H. m aoticitort," The Bank 
left in their solicitors tpecific matteri, 
which they were to adjust uo the assump- 
tion that the whole revenuea would be 
unpiguuraled. Hut thia assumption being 
errooeout, and the specific acts cunfided 
to the Bank t solicitors imprsciicsblr, the 
Council cannot go on in Ihe direction 
pointed out, but mutt turn hack to tin- 
Bank trustees, and intimate ibr 
which ii is willing to puraue
